Aaron's Breastplate Technology: Exodus 39 R.S.V.

Aaron's Breastplate is a carefully crafted reconstruction of the original 
breastplate described in Exodus 39 of the Revised Standard Version of the Holy 
Bible. Orthodox Jews have not used this High Priest Breastplate for over 1,900 
years. The names of the twelve tribes of Israel are laser etched and sandblasted 
onto a 3 column by four rows gridwork. (See below.) Twelve carefully selected 
gemstones are placed above the tribal names. Each gemstone has been highly 
charged with prayer by this author before being mounted on the Breastplate. 
Gemstones selected have natural variations of size and color. All gemstones are 
of high quality and potency. Shoulder stones are Merkaba-shaped quartz crystal 
and lapis lazuli. Manmade wool fabric is used in place of lambskin for the 
shoulder fittings. The figure shown below is for demonstration purposes only. 
The Breastplate does not include the Navajo rug in the background. 




On the reverse side of the Breastplate is a symbol representing a Stelae in the 
Luxor Temple of Egypt that represents the Twelve tribes of Israel and all of 
humanity's connection to The Most High. 

Please Note: Your Breastplate is recommended not to be worn by children. The 
copper base plate is not grounded and can generate a mild static shock when 
worn. A heavy robe (See Ephod Replica) should be worn avoid direct skin contact
